IN THE SENATE. 

THE POSTAL APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED 
WITH THE FRANKING ABUSE ADDED. 
Special Iuspatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuinetox, D. C., March 17.—The 
Postal Appropriation bill was discussed and 
finally passed without the threatened rider 
in the shape offsteamboat subsidies, but with 
the amendment restoring to Congressmen 
the right to frank letters or packages con- 
taining printed or written matter, not ex- 
ceeding two ounces in weight. The yeas 
and nays were called again today on this 
amendment, which was passed by 41 yeas to 
15 nays. The Republicans voting nay were 
Conger, Ferry, Hill of Colorado, and Sher- 
man. The vote was substantially the same as 
that of yesterday. There were a few present 
today who were absent yesterday, and a few 
in the Chamber today who did not vote yes- 
terday. Theonly things the Senators now 
need to make their comfort complete are 
private secretaries to be paid by Congress 
and houses to be built and maintained by the 
several States of which the seventy-six Sen- 
ators consider themselves the ambassadors. 
The first subject is covered by the Brown 
resolution, which has encountered defeat, 
but which may be revived at any time. 


THE PROJECT OF STATE BESIDENCES FOR 
SENATORS 


is one which has long met with the favor of 
many Senators. It does not, however, re- 
ceive encouragement by the States.

Senator 
Morgan, after severely criticising the Crispin

IN COMMITTBRE. 
MONOPOLISTS’ SYLLABLES VERY PLEASANT 

TO THRE EARS OF THE COMMERCE COM- 

MITTEE. 

Wasnurseron, D. C., March 17.—Commis- 
sioner Fink made an argument today before 
the House Committee on the Inter-State 
Commerce bill. He said the difficuities at- 
tending railroad transportation were not the 
result of special iniquities in this country, 
but were inherent in the railway system. 
The general features of the problem are too 
large to be dealt with during this session of 
Congress, and he recommended the commit- 
tee to continue its examination of the sub- 
ject during the recess, or that a commission 
be appointed to report to Congress at its 
next session.

‘The people, he maintained, were deluded by 
the demagogical talk of “railroad extor- 
tion.” In submitting statistics showing the 
extént of our railway system, he said there 
are nearly as many miles of railroad in this 
country as there are in the rest of the world. 
No greater calamity could happen to the 
people of this country than the passage of 
the Reagan bill. Referring to the provisions 
of Representative Beltzhouver’s bill, he said: 
There are 1,200 railroad companies in the 
United States, Each has one agent to fix its 
tariff, and no nine men, as proposed by this 
bill, could possibly do it, and to hand the 
question over to nine irresponsible persons 
to arbitrarily control the vast interests of the 
companies would be manifestly unjust.”

HAPPIEST DAYS OF HIS LIFE. 
Sr. Louis, March 17.—An editorial letter 
from Washington in the Post-Dispatch gives 
along account of a recent visit to Guiteau 


in his cell. The writer says: 

Guiteau does not look like any of his photo- 
graphs, nor does he resemble the description 
given of bim by the reporters. He isa very 
commonplace person, and manifests great eager- 
ness to get money and presents. No signsof 
lunacy. He is allowed to sell his photographs 
and autographs, and is receiving nearly per 
day. Most of this mouey he sends to dis pub- 
lisber, Gibson, who is getting out another adi- 
tion of bis book, “Truth,” at the author's 
expense. He bas algo given some money 
t hie sister for things she sent 
bim. Last week he sent $l” to Scoville, his 
lawyer, $50 to bis brother in Boston, and $200 to 
his publisher. He handles greenbacks like a 
bank-teller, and talks about alfferent points and 
features of his photographs precisely as if he 
be were behind a counter selling ribbous or Jace. 

Referring to Guiteau’s sanity, the writer 
says:

TRANSFER OF OLAIMS QUARTERMASTERS’

Considerable opposition has developed 
against the clause of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, which provides for the transfer of 
“all claims (for quartermaster stores) filed 
under the act of July 4 1864 (known as the 
Fourth of July claims), to the Court of 
Claims,“ and also providing that no money 
appropriated by this bill shall be used for 
the investigation of these claims.”

DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


An Itallan in Baitimore Assaults His 
Wife witha Hatchet and Then Stabs 
Himseli—Both Wiil Probably Die.

BALTIMORE, Md., March 17.—The neighborhood 
of Harrison street, a narrow thoroughfare in the 
central part of this cily, occupied principally by 
second-hand clothing aud junk dealers and 

pawnshops, was startied this evening about 6 

o'clock by shrieks of murder from the upper 

rooms of a tenement- house about midway in the 
square. The cries were followed by the report 

ot a pistoi-shot, which immediately attracted a 

number of persons to the house. Upon climbing 

the rickety stairs of the house and entering one 
of the rooms, the police and citizens discovered 

a woman lying on the floor, ber skull nearly 

crushed in, anda fearful knife-wound in the 

abdomen. Sbe lay in a pool of blood, and near 
her, stretched out on the Boor also, was the in- 
animate form of her husband. John Brigzolaro, 
an Italian scissor-grinder. Tightly cleached 
in his band wag a Distol, and upon examination 
it was found that be had shot himself in the ub- 
domen. From their little daughter the police 
learned that rizzolare and wife bad quar- 
relied about some money mutters, which 

resulted in the brutal husband seeming a 

hatchet and striking bis wife three ar- 

ful blows on bead. She fell 
to the floor senseless, and he then drew a huge 
ciasp-imite and plunged it to the bilt in her ab’ 

men. The child said she begged him not to 
kili her poor mother, but be thrust ber aside, 

and aiter bis fiendish act ne deliberately drew a 

pistol aud snot himself in the abdomen. When 

found both of the parties were in a dying con- 
dition. They were removed to the City Hos- 
pital, and are not expecied to live throurh 
the night. Brizzolaro is about 40 years 
years of age, and Bis wite ten Years 
younger. The neighbors say that the couple 
have always seemed to live peaceably together, 
and the real cause of the terrible doubie tragedy 
cannot be accounted forexcept trom the child’s 
statement, who, however, is too young to be 
able to give au intelligent account of the affair.

Sr. Lovu1s, Mo., March 11.—Last Monday the 
Government lighthouse tender Anita left St. 
Louis for the flooded districts of Mississippi. 
The Globe- Democrat today received the follow- 
ing dispatch from its representative on board 
the boat, be being the only newspaper man on 
the excursion: 

On BOARD THRE ANA, GOVERNMENT RELIEF 
Expeprtion, via Vicasnund, Miss., March 17.— 
The Anita will get into the Yazoo country with 
the cargo shipped from St. Louis unbroken. Not 
only that, but very material additions were made 
to the cargo at Vicksburg, so that the relief-boat 
carried over 50,000 rations into the district. The 
officers of the expedition were impressed, on 
the departure from Memphis, with the idea that 
the Yazoo should be their objective point, and 
this was strengthened by information that was 
obtained at Greenville, A stop was made there 
of three hours, during which time Capt. Lee 
heid a conference with Sheriff Hunt, Mr. Gold- 
stein, the President of the Board of Super- 
visors, William G. Yerger, Maj. Negus, Mr. 
Williams, and other citizens. They showed 
their reports from various pordons of their 
county, and Capt. Lee was enabied to estimate 
very closely 
THE NUMBER OF PEOPLE WHO MUST BE FED. 
His dispatches to the Secretary of War will 
call for supplies for 8,000 people. In this (Wash- 
ington) county alone three-fifths of the entire 
area is now under water, The total population 
is 27,000, and from this it may be seen that the 
estimate of the number to be fed is under 
rather than overestimated. The citizens of 
Greenville are going their share in the relief 
work, and ona great many of the overflowed 
plantations the proprietors are taking care of 
their people, trusting to the possibilities of a 
recompensing crop. Only to those left atterly 
destitute is the bounty of the Government dis- 
pensed. The Relief Committee, headed by the 
Sherif, explained this system of operations 
thorougniy. They have districted their county. 
and insist on the sufferers remaining, 60 far as 
possible, on their own plantations, even though 
they may bave to camp on the levee for a time 
or build up platforms on their houses. This is 
insisted upon, as the tendency of the sufferers 
ig to flock into Greenville, and thus disorganize 
labor. There are 
THREE HUNDRED REFUGEES IN GREEN- 

VILLE NOW 

being sustained by the Relief Committee, and 
the citizeus feel that they bave done well in 
keeping the number thus limited. Hundreds of 
negroes are desirous of cuming into the city, 
but are kept from doing so because the sup- 
plies are dealt out from the plantations. The 
inundation of this (Yazoo) county followed as a 
natural sequence upon the breaking of the 
levees in Coahoma and Bolivar Counties, in 
the northwest corner of Mississippi. The Yazoo 
enters the Mississippi River above Vicksburg. 
The course, with (that of ite navigable trib- 
utaries, the Buntiowerand the Tallahatebie, is 
southwardiy and southwestwardly, almost par- 
aliél with the Mississippi for a hundred miles and 
more. The tributaries are lower than the Mis- 
sissippi, and all the drainage is eastward from 
the bank of the main river into these smaller 
streams. Therefore, when the levees of Cohoma 
and Bolivar commenced breaking we flood 
swept inward, filling successively the valleys of 
the Sunflower, Big and Little, the Taliahatchie, 
and the Yazoo. All of these 

WENT OVER THEIR BANKS, 
and the water continued pouring on through 
from the Mississippi, until, but for the occa- 
sional ridges, the Sunflower and the Tallahatchie 
and part of the Yazoo became bieoded in a 
great lake forty to sixty miles wide, with 
a boiling current, and that is the situa- 
tion now. The main river supplies the water, the 
breaks lu the Coahoma and Bolivar levees give 
the outiets, The natural trend of the land, even 
from the bank of the Mississippi eastward, 
causes the current, and so this great fertile 
basin is filled up. Issaquena is the richest 
county in Mississippi. There are embraced in 
this overflowed district Zunica, Coahoma, Boli- 
var, Washington, and Issaquena Counties, lying 
along the Mississippi in the order named from 
north to south. Suntower, Tailabatchie, Quit- 
man, and Yazoo Counties are also affected, 
though not to the deplorable extent of the bor- 
der tier. In those nearly all estimates place 

THE AREA OF OVERFLOW

New York, March 17.—In discnasing the local 
debt question of Chicago, Bradsireet’s says: 
“The advisability of borrowmg money for the 
construction of so-called permanent municipal 
improvements isa foremost topic at Chicago 
just now. Under existing laws the city has no 
power to negotiate loans, and there fore has no 
standing in the loan market. The city officials 
naturally favor such achange inthe laws as 
will permit borrowing, and over the advisability 
of securing, if possible, the power to borrow, 
and thus to avoid immediate taxation, a contest 
is raging. It so happens, however, that 
this power must be obtained from the people of 
the whole State in the shape of a constitutional 
amendment. The present organic law of IIli- 
nois was one of the first of the so-called new 
State Constitutions, and was adopted in 1870.

DEALERS BREATHE EAS‘TER.

New Tom, March 17.—The action of the Re- 
publican caucus in opposing any change in the 
tax on tobacco and whisky seems to give great 
satisfaction to the cigar and tobacco manufact- 


urers of this city. nearly all of whom express their 


One 
large cigar mauufacturer this morning said that 
when the tax was reduced on tobacco, in 1872, 
from 24 cents to 16 cents, it was understood 
that no turther reduction would be asked 
for, and the movement to reduce the 
tax this year was without their desire 
or consent. The proposed reduction of 1879 
had so unsettled business while the subject was 
pending chat there was no wish to resume the 
experience. No manufacturer would like to lay 
in a stock when the possibility of an early re- 
ducuoo of a tax which would pave to be paid in 
advance,

if the tax should be reduced before the stoek 
could be disposed of, was pending. ‘The uncer- 
tainty threw a number of workmen out of em- 
ploy. and it is estimated that if any new move- 
ment of this kind should occur fully 
30,000 cigarmakers and over 10,000 other 
employés engaged in the manufacture of to- 
bacco would be thrown out of work. The capi- 
talist might make up for the non- employment 
of his capital, but the workmen's lost time could 
not be recovered.

Tun speech which Judge Taylor—Gar- 
fieid’s suecessor—made in the House Thurs- 
day in opposition to the Chinese bill sounded 
much better than it reads. Judge Taylor is a 
good public speaker, belng weil informed, 
possessing a large command of language. 
He is decidedly a man of ideas. His wit is 
eaustic. Ii readiness in replying to ques- 
tions is remarkable in so new a member. 
There were a number of quotable epigrams 
in his Chinese speech, and parts of it were 


+ eloquent. The orator deserved the close at- 


tention of the House which he received and 
the applause which followed his effort, But 
a perusal of the speech as it appears in the 
record supports Judge Taylor's own asser- 
tion that it was wholly unpremeditated. The 
argument was superficial. It admitted no 
distinction as existing between the Pacific 
States and the rest of the country, 
and asserted, what surely cannot be 
maintained. that the States east of 
the Rocky Mountains are not bound 
to legislate for those on the West- 
ern slope. But if it is a fact, as stated, that 
the Chinese, while comparatively a small 
element of the population of the whole coun- 
try, are equal in numbers to one-half the vot- 
ing popuiation of California, Nevada, and 
Oregon, there would seem to be a matter here 
requiring the attention of the whole Nation. 
Judge Taylor and Mr. Rice, of Massaéhu- 
setts, spoke of the Chinese as labor-saving 
machines. But the argument from this 
point of view is incompatible with the ad- 
vanced doctrines of human rights and the 
brotherhood of mankind which were an- 
nounced in other parts of their speeches. 
For, if there ever was an obligation resting 
upon the United States to admit semi-civil- 
ized and barbarous races to the inheritance 
ofour great domain, there never was or 
could be a duty to make labor-saving ma-

WATTERSON’S * SES AND CONCLU-

Mr. Henry Watterson, of thé Louisville 
Courier-Journal, speaking of the difference 
between the Northern and Southern people, 
said in his paper that the latter were “ senti- 
mental and imaginative, but never logical or 
mathematical.“ and in his brilliant speech at 
the recent Iroquois feastin this city amply 
sustained his proposition. lie warned the 
sachems of the tribe against the blind folly 
of the past, and among other things said: 


First of all, then, the Democratic press must 
realize that there bas been a deluge. Old things 
have been swept away. He who looks backward 
shall share the fate of Lot's wife; be aioue who 
looks torward shail live, move, and have being. 
That the Democratic purty bas survived the 
deluge is of good augury. It tells us that its 
existence has been prolonged for some great 
purpose. It is for the Demucratic press to un- 
derstand that witbin that purpose are bound up 
no reactions and no revenges. The Democratic 
party Cannot come into power and it ought not 
to come into power as an avenging deity, still 
less a destroying angel. It must come in, if it 
comes in at all, as the party of action, not re- 
action; the party of reform, not redress; the 
party of today, not of yesterday. 


If Mr. Watterson was logical he would 
have told his hearers that among the things 
which had been destroyed by the “ deluge,” 
and had been left out of doors when the rain 
fell, was the Democratic party, and like all 
other old things had been swept away; that 
he who looks back must remember Mrs. Lot, 
and that he only who looks forward can hope 
to live and move, Had he been logical, after 
having told his hearers that the Democratic 
party Cannot recover power as an avenger, 
and that it can only get back to power asa 
party of action and not reaction, and a party 
of today and not of yesterday, he would 
have told his hearers that he intended to 
give his heart and soul henceforth to the 
support of the new Liberal party in Ken- 
tucky, which was a party of today and nut 
one of yesterday. Why does he devote his 
eminent abilities to mourning over the débris 
which the retiring waters of the deluge have 
cast upon the Sands?

THE SENTIMENTAL CHINESE ADVOCATES. 

The debate upon the Chinese bill is char- 
acterized by hard facts upon_the one side and 
sentiment, on the other. The advocates of 
the bill present actual facts, statistics, and 
experiences. The opponents meet them 
with theories, idealities, and sentimental- 
isms, which are always easy to those who do 
not have to endure the evils about which 
they sentimentalize so glibly. 

Mr. Taylor, the new member from the Gid- 

dings district in Ohio, is one of the sent, 
mentalists, and has made his maiden speech 
upon those grounds, Insisting that as the 
tepudlican party has been the friend and 
champion of the oppressed American black 
people, it must invite hither the Chinese 
Asiatic. To show the futility and weak- 
ness of Mr. Taylor’s sentimental argument 
it is only necessary to point out that there is 
no similarity in the attempted comparison he 
seeks to draw. To make such a parallel 
good he must assume there are no American 
blacks here, and that millions of native Afri- 
cans, fresh from their ignorance, and barbar- 
ism, aud their fetish worship, and anxious 
to come, are to be poured intothe country as 
fast as they can be brought here by six com- 
panies of capitalists; that they are all adult 
males, except a few females who come here 
for purposes of prostitution; and that they 
come here on contracts for a specified time, 
to work at wages Which would starve a 
white man with a family to support, and 
then go back to make room for other hordes 
of Africans. Now that would make a 
parallel with the Asiatic coolie trade in 
laborers. 

There are other circumstances which show 
that the case is not a parallel one. The blacks 
who came to this country originally were 
not voluutary emigrants. They were seized 
by kidnapers and dragged over here in 
slave-ships and sold to masters. They were 
not permitted to go back to Africa during 
their lives. The blacks now here are not 
native Africans, but natives of this country 
for several generations. No native Africans 
have come or been brought here since 1808— 
seventy-four years. Qur American colored 
people have been to the manor born from 
three to eight generations. Some millions 
of them run back as native-born Americans 
as far as the constituents of Mr. Taylor or of 
Some of them have as long 
an American lineage as the descendants of 
the Pilgrims. This is their country. They 
have no other. They know no other. They 
know no more of Africa than they do of 
Patagonia or Siberia. 

The original Africans who were forced to 
this country were not adult males alone, but 
meh, women, and children, and went into 
service as domestics or in field labor. Their 
descendants have been here for one to two 
and a half centuries, and they are now with 
us, not as Africans, but as colored native 
Americans. They are all citizens of this 
country; they have obtained a certain 
amount of education, large numbers of them 
can read and write, and many of them have 
risen to posts of distinction. They were liber- 
ated from servitude by war, and were made 
citizens, and tens of thousands of them en- 
rolled themselves in the armies of the Union 
ald fought bravely for their Government. 

They speak our language, and no other. 
They have adopted our manners and cus- 
toms. They have no literature but ours, no 
form of education but ours. They have 
adopted our religions dogmas and beliefs. 
They belong to our civic societies. They 
vote, sit on juries, and heip to make our laws. 
Half a million of them have white blood in 
their veins, and are the connecting link be- 
tween the two races which can never be sepa- 
rated. They are here to stay. We brought 
their great grandfathers to this country 
against their will, and their descendants are 
with us for better or for worse forever. 

For Mr. Taylor to say that such a people, 
who want, to be Americans, and who are 
here under such circumstances, are in the 
same class as the alien Chinese coolles is 
too absurd and grotesque a statement to 
make even upon sickly sentimental grounds. 

Senator Edinunds enunciated a great Na- 
tional principle when he declared that every 
hation had the right to say what foreign peo- 
ple should come to its shores, and on what 
conditions remain, and to no people does that 
principle apply with so much force as to 
the Chinese themselves, who exclude all for- 
eigners from their country, except at some 
treaty ports as merchants. They have never 
made a treaty with this country giving us 
even the right to travel freely over the Celes- 
tial Empire, much less to live there and work 
in competition with their mechanics and 
laborers—nothing of the kind. They are 
the most exclusive people in the world. 

The American peopie do not want either 
African slaves or Asiatie coolies and idol- 
worshipers here. They do not want hordes 
of the lowest and most degraded portions of 
the Chinese population to be apprenticed or 
sold to the “ Six Companies,” and sent over 
here in droves for a specified term of service 
to make money for the Six Companies and 
then go home again to make room for other 
droves, sent on similar conditions and for a 
similar purpose. They do not want the very 
dregs of Southern Chinese pauperism 
shipped over here to cut under American 
married laborers and mechanics who have 
families to support. Our Government should

GARFIELD’S FAILURE TO MAKE ROSE- 
CRANS FIGHT. 


During the controversy over the Garfield 
letter to Chase it has been stated that Gen. 
Garfield had previously written a letter to 
Rosecrans criticising the views which Rose 
eraus had drawn out from the Generals un- 
der him in reply toa series of questions 
which had been submitted to them in regard 
to the policy of fighting Bragg’s army. The 
substance of this other letter is now alleged 
to be made public through an “officer of the 
army” who is familiar with it, bat whose 
name is not made publie, and the statement 
of its contents, if true, not only fully justi- 
fies the Chase letter, but also confirms the 
growing impression tliat had Gartield been 
in command of the Army of the Cumberland 
instead of Rosecrans the campaign in Mid- 
die Tennessee would have been aggressive 
and successful, the subsequent disaster at 
Chickamauga would have been averted, and 
the crushing of the Rebellion would in all 
probability have been accelerated fully one 
year. 

Rosecrans, reproved by the whole country 
on account of his extraordinary procrastina- 
tion in iis movements after the battle of 
Stone River of Jan. 1, 1868, sought to justify 
his do-nothing policy by obtaining the ap- 
proval of the Division Generale serving un- 
der him. ‘These officers were fully cognizant 
of his views, and he felt assured that they 
would not to his face disapprove of thelr su- 
perior officer’s policy of not fighting. He did 
not mistake his men. All of the Generals 
except two answered his questions in such a 
manner as to discourage an attack by 80,000 
men on 41,000 Rebels under Bragg. One of 
the two who dissented is understood to be 
Gen. Sheridan, who contended that the 
Union army was then at its best, believed 
that further delay would weaken It, and was 
in favor of a tight. The others expressed 
weak and conflicting opinions in regard to 
the efliciency of the Army of the Cumber- 
land, the numbers and conditions of the ene- 
my, the effect of an advance, ete., but gene 
ally agreed that the army ought to be kept 
intact for a retreat to the North in case Grant 
should be defeated at Vicksburg or Hooker 
beaten at the East. 

Gen. Garfield took these weak and timid 
letters, analyzed them, pointed out the in- 
consistencies they contained and their incon- 
sequential couclusions, and then made an 
accurate statement of the conditions of the 
two forces which confronted each other. Ile 
demonstrated from information which the 
spies had furnished that Bragg could not 
have more than 41,000 effective men, and 
enumerated in detail the infantry and caval- 
ry which had been detached from Bragg’s 
force to join Johnston at Vicksburg. He 
counted a Union forceon the spot of over 
82,000 men, not includmg several regiments 
detailed on special service in the neighbor- 
hood, and estimated that a force of 65,000 
bayonets and sabres could be hurled against 
the enemy after making the most liberal al- 
lowance for reserves and post-guards, He 
showed the folly of awaiting Grant’s defeat 
or success at Vicksburg. Ian the latter event 
Grant's forces would need time to recuper- 
ate, and in the former Johnston would be 
free to join Bragg, which was exactly what 
happened afterwards, He insisted that 
Bragg could not afford to fall back, but 
would be obliged to stand a battle if it were 
forced upon him; he was confident that the 
conditions promised a successful issue for 
the Union forces from such a cunflict; and 
he urged Rosecrans by all his logic and 
powers of persuasion to move at once and 
strike without further hanging back or de- 
lay. All this he wrote out in a letter ad- 
dressed to Rosecrans personally, far more 
explicitly and emphatically criticising the 
conduct of that campaign than he did in his 
later confidential letter to Chase. But Rose- 
crans adhered to his own disastrous and in- 
comprehensible tactics perversely and igno- 
rantiy as the result proved, 

The evidence is accumulating that Rose- 
crans with his vastly superior force feared 
to risk a conflict with the enemy because a 
reverse would have damaged his political 
prospects and Presidential hopes. It is said 
now that he was acting under Horace 
Greeley’s advice to that effect. Greeley, it is 
alleged, had sent a messenger to him to say 
that there would be a violent and successful 
opposition to Lincoln’s renomination in 1864, 
and that he (Rosecrans) was the coming man, 
but that he must keep quiet ana not risk ary 
obscuration of his brilliancy as a military 
leader by suffering a defeat. Thisteputa- 
tion had been gained largely through the 
constant eulogies of the Cincinnati news- 
papers, which circulated largely in the Army 
of the Cumberland, partly because they were 
most accessible and partly because that army 
included a large body of Ohio soldiers. The 
Cincinnati papers found it to their interest 
to make a hero of Rosecrans, and Stone 
River. had given them the coveted oppor- 
tunity for doing so, 

There is no doubt thata great change came 
over Rosecrans from the moment the Presi- 
dential bee began to buzz in his bonnet, and 
he sacrificed one of the grandest opportuni- 
ties of the War in order to gratify a delusion 
that he might be made President by not 
fighting, and thereby avoiding a defeat. 
Gartield probably was not aware of. the 
motive which paralyzed his commander, but 
he fully understood the enormous blunder 
Gar- 
field put himself on record in such A way as 
to give his countrymen, even at this late day, 
a proper realization of his great military 
genius. 


Tux action of the military authorities at 
Washington in hastily rushing Sergt. Mason 
to the Albany Penitentiary to avoid service 
of the writ of habeas corpus ordered from 
the civil courts is one of the most scandalous 
instances of military contempt for civil au- 
thurity that have long deen exercised. 

The man Mason was convicted and sen- 
tenced with a severity that would not be 
merited in time of War; it was a sentence 
that shocked the sense of justice and human- 
ity. It wasaharsh and abusive exercise of 
military authority that met no response in 
the breast of any humane or justice-loving 
citizen. ; . 
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was rushed to Albany, and there thrust into 
the penitentiary among felons, The old sol- 
dier was noteven permitted to bid good-by 
to his wife! He was not permitted even to 
inform his counsel ef the change made in 
the time, and before the writ could be served 
was far on his way beyond the jurisdiction 
of the court. | 

To use no stronger term, this action was 
brutal in the extreme. It was a deliberate 
display of contempt for the civil courts, and 
it was perhaps a fair illustration of the inso- 
lence and arrogance which seems inseparable 
from a West Point uniform, ffom Gen. Han- 
cock down, when placed in authority in 
community of civilians, 2 

The Secretary of War had no information 
of this hich-handed instance of military in- 
solence! It is just possible he may have au- 
thority to revoke the orders under which 
this prisoner was removed after notice of a 
civil writ, and, if ne have such power, the 
country will expect that Mason be brought 
back from Albany and have such a hearing 
before the civil courts as any prisoner, civil 
or military, in time of peace, may claim 
from the laws of the country. 

The reader is referred to our Washington 
dispatch yesterday for full details of this 
last chapter of the harsh and cruel treatment 
the patriotic old soldier has received at the 
hands of the military martinets. It is enough 
to make one’s blood boll in indignation.

THE CONGRESSIONAL DEBAUCH AT GAR- 
FIELD'S FUNERAL. 

When St. Jerome Eamunds rose in the 
Senate Thursday and in his most serene 
manner declared that no member of Con- 
gress would abuse the franking privilege if 
it should be restored he prestimed very 
largely on the credulity of the country. The 
so-called “courtesy of the Senate required 
the opponents of the measure to accept this 
statement as true; but they knew in their 
hearts that it was false; they knew that mem- 
bers of Congress were not above pocketing 
$125 at each session for stationery and then 
drawing, free of charge, from the committee- 
rooms all the stationery they desired. There 
were Senators in the room when Mr. Ed- 
munds made his scornful speech who are 
shaved every day at the public expense, and 
possibly ne is one of the number. It is 
asking altogether too much to demand 
that members of Congress shall be 
trusted more than other citizens are trusted, 
or that there shall be one law for them and 
another for the rest of the country. Rather 
a lurid light is thrown upon Mr. Edmunds’ 
claim of immaculate virtue for members of 
Congress by the revelations made this morn- 
Ing concerning the Congressional debauch on 
the train which followed Garfield’s remains 
from Washingten te Cleveland. The facts 
are unspeakably disgraceful. The summon- 
ing of members of Congress by telegraph to 
attend the funeral was wholly unauthorized, 
and the assurance that their expenses would 
be paid out of the Public Treasury was a 
private assumption resting neither upon the 
letter nor the spirit of existing laws, The 
fact that Senators and Representatives as- 
sured Sergeant-at-Arms Thompson that he 
would be reimbursed for any expenses he 
might incur on this account has nothing to 
do with the merits of the case. No Senator 
or Representative had the right to give such 
a guarantee. Their authority in such a case 
was not more extensive than that of any pri- 
vate citizen. It was no excuse or justifica- 
tion for what subsequently took place. 

We do not believe there would be any 
severe public condemnation of an appropria- 
tion to defray the actual traveling expenses 
of members of Congress from the Capital 
to Cleveland and back, but there is the best 
reason for saying that the larger part of the 
bill of over $8,000 incurred on account of 
this excursion was not necessary. On the 
contrary, it represented gluttony. debauch- 
ery, and drunkenness, which under no cir- 
cumstances should be supported at the pub- 
lic expense, and which on this occasion were 
an insult to the honored dedd, a reproach to 
the Nation, and a disgrace to every member 
of Congress who took part in the excursion. 
We risk nothing at all in saying that there 
was drunkenness, and a good deal of it, on 
the Congressional train following the dead 
President, even before his body had been 
put in the grave. Included in the bill which 
Thompson rendered hastily after the meet- 
ing of Congress, and had the wisdom to rush 
through the House before the subject 
could be inquired into, was an item 
of $1,700 for brandy, champagne, and 
cigars, and it is said $300 were spent for 
“cocktails” alone. It is no wonder that the 
committee having the spree in charge refused 
absolutely to permit any newspaper corre- 
spondent, even an agent of the Associated 
Press, to accompany this train. An Irish 
wake, by comparison, would have been re- 
spectable; for the giver of a wake has the 
decency to pay for the refreshments which 
he seis befor® his friends, whereas this revel 
was paid for by the Nation. 

While Garfield was still unburied, and the 
people were in tears for his sad fate, his for- 
mer associates in Congress—men who had 
felt the influence of his kindly presence, who 
bad often clasped him by the hand and re- 
ceived his cheerful greeting—thought it no 
improper thing to follow his mangled remains 
to their last resting-place with Bacch analian 
rites, and there were members of Congress, a 
majority of them Democrats, to whom the in 
vitations to a free lunch appealed most irre- 
sistibly. These are the men Senator Ed- 
munds says can be trusted not to abuse the 
franking privilege; whose honor, like that 
of the Chevalier Bayard, is sans peur et sans 
reproche; who are insulted by the sugges- 
uon that any one of their number mightslyly 
lend his frank to a campaign committee or 
to a confidential friend. 


The project for setting aside the tax on 
alcohol as a permanent educationa! fund for 
the benefit of the common schools of the 
country is now fairly before Congress and 
the American people, Senator Logan’s 
speech in behalf of the bill he has intro- 
duced was aclear exposition of the purpose 
in view and the effect of the proposed distri- 
bution of the money among the various States 
and Territories. In brief, it is proposed to 
furnish every community in proportion to its 
population a full share of, say, $60,000,000 
revenue yielded by the tax on highwities, to 
be used exclusively for the maintenance of 
public schools, to be expended under State 
supervision, aud to enlarge the educational 
system throughout the Nation, and especially 
in the South, where school facilities are 
sorely needed. 


Such a use of the money will guarantee to 
the Nation that its citizens 
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duce the present aleohol and tobacco taxes. 
It is now the declared policy of the Repub- 
lican party that the appetites and vices shall 
continue to be taxed in a way which op- 
presses no one, but still yields $70,000,000 of 
annual revenue for the Government. Any 
other policy would have brought on party 
disaster. 
It is now a question how this money, 
which represents à surplus, shall be used— 
whether it shall be devoted to a reduction of 
the National debt in excess of the sinking- 
fund and over and above all Government 
pledges, or grabbed by the subsidy-beggars, 
or wasted in extravagant schemes, or set 
aside for the benefit of popular education 
and the relief of local taxation on farms and 
homes. There is good reason to rejoice that 
the Republican party has decided not to do- 
nate the taxes on liquor and tobacco to the 
dealers therein, in order to maintain ultra 
high customs duties on steel, iron, and 
clothing, and all the necessaries of life, but 
the advantage of this decision will be largeiy 
lost if the revenue thus saved shall be left 
open to plunder, or to repeal by the Demo- 
crats at some future day (for they are op- 
posed to taxing whisky and tobacco), or to 
diversion to subsidy: purposes. The reten- 
tion of the whisky tax can only be useful to 


the American people by assuring its applica- 
tion to worthy National projects. What one 


of these has as much merit as universal pop- 
ular educetion ? 

The opposition of the sentimentalists—the 
people who affect to believe that the good 
cause of education ought not to be developed 
and promoted by using taxes raised from the 
vice of drinking whisky—is surprisingly in- 
consistent, These people believe that, until 
whisky can be abolished from the face of the 
American Continent, it ought to be taxed. 
Certainly they cannot contend that the sale 
and consumption of whisky ought to be en- 
couraged by releasing it from taxation. If it 
is proper to tax it as a repressive measure 
then it is certainly proper to make the 
best possible use of the revenue such 
a tax yields. We do not believe there 
is an honest temperance man living 
who will not admit and urge that 
the spread of education is the best preventive 
and the best corrective of inebriety. What 
can be more commendable than to compel 
the whisky-drinkers to support education as 
a means to prevent the spread of that vice? 
But, if the sentimentalists cannot understand 
the logic of that argument, all hey need to 
do is to prevail upon Senator Logan to so 
amend his bill as to appropriate, say, $60,000,- 
000 annually from the general funds, to be 
distributea for the support of the public 
schools, without specifying the source of rev- 
enue, Then the highwine money can be de- 
posited in the Treasury along with the cus- 
tom-house revenues derived from the neces- 
saries of life, and the educational fund ex- 
tracted without further specification. Cer 
tainly the Prohibitionists, if they are not op- 
posed to popular education, cannot object to 
that arrangement, and it would fully serve 
the end in view.

Important Revision of Freight Rates by 
the Lilinois Rallroad ComatMssicners.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 17.—The complaints 
so generally made by the manufacturers and 
large shippers of the State against the rates 
fixed on the articles which they bandle by the 
classification of the revised schedule promul- 
gated last fall by the Kailroad Commissioners 
a ve not beep barren of results. After investi- 
gating these compiaints the Commissioners dis- 
covered that they were in most cases well 
grounded, and that the railroads were uble to 
charge much higher rates than the Com- 
missioners bad intended on a variety of 
articles. It was then determined by the 
board to revise the new revised schedule, 
especially in the matter of the classidcation of 
freight. and correct the errors made 
in the schedule as first published. 
This work has been quietiy in progress for some 
time, and was completed today, when the 
schedule as revised was seat to the printer, and 
will gu into force April 10, after it has been duly 
publisbed according to law. 

One of the most serious compiaints made 
against the schedule recently adopted has 
come from the merchants and manufact- 
urers of Chicago, who found 
under it they were unable to compete with Cia- 
cinnati and other cities because of the unequal 
rates which the railroads in this State were en- 
abled to charge them. It will be good news for 
Chicago’s business men to learn that this bas all 
been done away with by the revised classifica- 
tion adopted, THs TRIBUNE correspondent be- 
ing assured by the Commissioners that the rates 
on manufactured articles and merchandise 
ahi by Chicago's merchants will hereafter 
be iow enough to enable them to compete suc- 
cessfully with their rivals in other cities. Aud 
they say, further, that if the rates are not low

SUBURBAN, 
HYDE PARK. 

The Hyde Park Board of Trustees met last 
night at the Village Hali—a full board present. 

The Health Officer reported seventeen cases 
of smali-poxin February, of whom six were at 
present in the pest-bouse, four had died, three 
were quarantined in private houses, and four 
bad been discharged cured. 

An additional and supplementary report was 
presented by the Judiciary Committee on the 
petitions asking for an election on the question 
of city organization. It considered the peti- 
tions which came into the hands of the commit- 
tee. It reported 33 names upon the lists, fifty 
of which were illegal or else duplicate signa- 
tures. It was estimated that the number of 
names to an election was thus 
finding the petifions insufficient. 

President Hobart said that the report seemed 
to be as satisfactory as could be hoped for in 
the present entangied state of the question. He 
brietly reviewed his position, stating that it was 
a great pity that the report should not have been 
mude on the last evening when it was possible 
to act on it, and said that, of course, in such 
case he should not have given the notice of 
election. As it was, his duty had been plain. 
His call could do no barm, and it might doa 
great deal of good. Even as it was now, the 
board had no positive evidence that the petitions 
were insufficient. The committee could not 
stato positively that fifty names were illegal. 
and they could only estimate the number neces- 
sary for an election. 

Capt. Berry said that they could not find the 
poll-books. The committee had spent much 
time in looking the matter up. The tifty names 
were illegal according to their best judgment. 

President Hobart then said that although tho 
board could not now act, this report would at 
least cause a better feeling among the petition- 
ers. It was placed on file—yeas 4, nays 2. 

A resolution unanimously adopted by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Hyde Park Central 
Republican Club was presented to President 
Hobart‘ It brieflyreviewed the position of tho 
question, and asked that in view of the fact that 
in the event of an election under the call legal 
proceedings might become necessary before the 
city could act upon the result of the election, he 
should rescind his notice of an election.

The Voyage of the Vega. 

At length Baron Nordenskjéid’s work has 
been presented to American readers. It dif- 
fers materially from the records of nearly all 
other Arctic exploring voyages, in that it is 
not the history of a failure attended by 
hardships, perilous adventures, and constant 
suffering, with a consequent loss of many 
lives. This is the story of a magnificent tri- 
umph, of a success as unexpected as it was 
gratifying. For three centuries navigators 
and explorers have vainly attempted to ac- 
complisha northeast passage by sea from the 
North Cape—the extreme north western point 
dt Europe—to the East Cape—the extreme 
northeastern point of Asia; or, in other 
words, a passage by sea from the North 
Atlantic Ocean by way of Behring Strait 
into the Northern Pacific. Of the prac 
tical value of this successful voy- 
age there is room for considerable 
question. Itis exceedingly doubtful wheth- 
er the combination of fortunate circum- 
stances attendant upon the journey of the 
Vega could be counted upon with sufficient 
certainty to warrant the establishment of a 
regular freight line between the two oceans 
by means of the northeast passage. With 
all their precautions Baron Nordenskjöld's 
party were ice-bound for ten months, and the 
wonder is not, as he putsit, that they were 
caught in the ice at all, but that they were 
not caught before and delayed longer. They 
had many narrow escapes, but were so fort- 
unate as to do just the right thing at the 
right time, and thus made the journey with 
comparative ease, So we cannot help think- 
ing that there was a great deal of that 
“luck” which better than rich- 
es” attendant upon Nordenskjöld's 
expedition. Yet, in any case, it was an ad- 
mirably-planned and skillfully-conducted ex- 
ploring voyage, entitled to rank in history 
with Stanley’s journey across the African 
Continent, even though it does not offer as 
many possibilities to Christianity and civili- 
zation. The story is well and fully told—in 
fact every branch of the subject is minutely 
covered in this volume of 1,000 pages, and to 
his known capabilities as an Arctic explorer 
—as a scientific man who is able to reduce 
theory to practice—Prof. Nordenskjöld adds 
the equally-rare faculty of being able to nar- 
rate his exploits in an interesting and read 
able manner. 

The first object of interest in connection 
with this volume. and the one about which 
the least is said within its covers, is the com- 
mander of the expedition himself. 80 
great has been Prof. Nordenskjiid's modesty 
that we have to go to other sources than his 
book in order to properly estimate his fitness to 
lead and conduct an expedition of this kind. 
NordenskjOid was born in 1832 in Russian Fio- 
land, and made his first visit to the polar re- 
gions in 1868, accompanying an expedition to 
Soitzbergen. In 1861 be made a trip to Green- 
land, and in 1864 led an expedition of his own to 
make a geological survey of a portion of Spitz- 
bergen. Between 1865 and 1875 he made several 
voyages into the Arctic seas, and in the latter 
year crossed the Kara Sea and reached the 
mouth of the Yenisej) River. Again, in 1876, he 
repeated this trip, and so successful was he on 
both occasions that he determined to devote the 
rest of bis life to attaining a solution of the 
vexed question as to the possibility of a cir- 
cumnavigation of Northern Asia and evidence 
of the northeast passage, in which be was a ürm 
believer. Thanks to the liberality of King Oscar 
of Sweden, and of two rich gentiemen, Messrs. 
Dickson and Sibiriakoff, the steamer Vega, built 
tor whale-fishing in the North Polar Sea, meas- 
uring about 300 tons, and of about 130 feet ex- 
treme length, with twenty-five feet beam, 
bark-rigged, with engines of sixty horse- 
power, was bought and fitted out for the expedi- 
tion. Men and officers were furnished from the 
Swedish navy, and all hands” mustered thirty 
souls. In addition to the Vega three other 


smaller vessels were fitted out to accompany the 
Vega of the distance. Several scientific 
men were of the party, provisions and every- 
thing necessary fora three-years voyage were 
taken on , and on the Ziet of July, 1878, the 
little craft left the barbor of Tromscé. 

Prof. Nordenskjéid’s volume naturally sub- 
divides itself into four parts, and it must be con- 
nearly the only fauit we have to find 

with this great work is in the fact that 
four divisions run so closely ther and are so 
intermingied that it is difficult to follow any 
ove of them ib which the reader may happen to 
be particularly ioterested. In the first place, we 
bave the narrative proper of the Vega’s voyage; 
in the second, a historical sketch of previous 
expeditions in the same direction, in the third, 
a careful study of the habits, traits, language, 
and probabie origin of the Chukcbes, or inhabit- 
ants of the nortbern shores of Siberia; and in 
the fourth a summary of the scientific facts 
learned by this expedition. To give even an 
a of wealth of material contained in 
i last two divisions would require more 
space than can be given in a newspaper article. 
oreover, these two divisions are of interest to 
specialists rather than to the general reader for 
whom newspaper reviews are written. 80, too, 
of the second subdivision—it is only necessary 
to say that Prof. Nordenskjéid goes quite fully 
into the history of all previous attempts to ac- 
complish the nortbeast passage, and in fact of 
Arctic explorations in general. He begins with 
Sir Hugh Willoughby. who, in _ set 
out with three sbips, sighted ova 
Zembla, was caught in the ice 
on the Lapland coast, and there, with all his 
crew was frozen to death.

From here onward 
the ice gave them some trouble, and during the 
next ten days they advanced only 235 miles to a

Island. and other pilaces—when within less than 
200 miles of Behring’s Straits the Vega was 
caugbt by newly-forming ice, and on Sept. 
28 was firmly penned in, and, her voyaging 
temporarily ended. Here the littie boat lay 
wotil the 26th of July following, 11 days, nearly 
all toe time in darkness. The panes describing 
cheir winter life are exceedingly interesting. 
No one was sick: all were kept busy, and the 
Cbuckches made them daily visits. Christmas 
and festal days were duly observed. Scientific 
observations were constantly carried on.

It was exceedingly stormy at the Vega’s win- 
ter station, and day after day, night after night, 
we bave gone to and from observatory ina 
bigh wind and a cold of —#0 d to —46 de- 
grees C. (or —22 degrees to —50 degrees Fahren- 
heit). In calm weather a cold of —40 degrees is 
AMY very troublesome, but with oniy a 
slight draught a degree of cold of, for instance, 

degrees is actually dangerous for one who 
goes against the wind, and without the neces- 
sary utions exposes uncovered parts 
of 2 face, the hands or the 
wrists, to the cold current of air. On 
board the vessel in our cabins and coliection- 
rooms it was besides by no means so cold as many 
would suppose. The sides of the vessel in sev- 
erai places, indeed, especially in the cabins,were 
covered with a thick sheet of ice. and so was the 
skylight in the gun room. But in the inbabited 
parts of the vessel we had, a little from the 
sides, commonly a temperature of +.12 degrees 
to ＋ 17 — — that is to say, about the same as 
we in the North are wont to have indoors iu the 
winter, and certainly higher than the tempera- 
ture of rooms during the coldest days of the 
year in many cities in the South, as, for in- 
stance, in Paris and Vienna.

The work is 
now and then interrupted by conversation part- 
ly serious, partly jocuiar. From the engine- 
rvom in neighborhood we bear the biows of 
hammers and the rasping of files. In the 
*tweendecks, pretty well heated, but not very 
well lighted, some of the crew are employed at 
ordinary suip's work; and inthe region of the 
kitchen the cook is just in the midst of his pre- 
parations for dinner. Heisin good humor as 
usual, but perhaps grumbies a little at the 
*mosucks’ (a common name on board for the 
Chukches), who will not give him any peace by 
their continual cries for mimi (water). 

“The forenoon passes in all quietness and still- 
ness. Immediately after noun nearly all the 
gunroom people are again on deck, promwenad- 
ing Dackward and forward. It is now very live- 
ly. It is the crew's meal-time. The wholecrowd 
of Chukches are coliected at the descent to their 
apartment, the lower deck. One soup basin 
after the other comes up; they are immediately 
emptied of their contents by those who 
in the crowd and confusion are fortu- 
nate enough to get at them. Bread. and 
pieces of meat, bits of sugar are distributed 
assiduously, and disappear with equal speed. 
Finally the cook bimseif appears with a large 
kettle, contain a very large quantity of meat 
soup, which the Chukchbes, like starving animals, 
throw themselves upon, bailing into them with 
spoons, empty preserve tins, and, above all, with 
the hands. otwitbstanamg the exceedingly 
severe cold, a woman bere and there has uucov- 
ered one arm and half ber breast in order not to 
be embarrassed by the wide reindeer-skin sieeve 
in ber attempts to t at the contents of the 
kettle. The spectacle is by no means a pleasant 
one. 

“ By 3 o'clock it begins to grow dark, and one 
after the other of our guests depart, to return, 
the most of them. in the mornl Now itis 
quiet and still. About 6 the crew have finished 
their labors and dis of the rest of the day 
as they please. Most of them are occupied with 
reading during the evening hours. When sup- 
per has beeu served at haif-past7 in tne gun- 
room, he who bas the watch in the icehvuse 
from 9 to 2 next morning prepares for the per- 
formance of his disagreeable duty; the rest of 
the guoroom personnel are assembled there, 

pass the evening in conversation, play, 
light reading, etc. At 10 every one retires, and 
the lamps are extinguished. In. many cabins, 
bowever, lights burn till after midnight. Such 
was in general our fe on the Vega. One day 
was very like another. When the storm howled, 
the snow drifted, and the cold became too severe, 
we kept more below deck; when the weather 
was finer we lived more in the open air, often 
paying visits to the observatory in the icehouse, 
and among the Chukches living in the neighbor- 
hood, or wandering about to come upon, if pos- 
sible, some game.’

The Public Library of Boston has what is 
called the Inferno, a department where books 
not suited to genera! circulation, such as the 
„Decameron“ and the Heptameron,“ are 
kept. They are allowed to go out only with 
the consent of some officer in charge, and 
discretion is used in permitting their circula- 
tion. The transiations of Zoli’s works are 
in the Inferno, as well as some other modern 
books of European and American authors. 
Not many months ago the novels of Mrs. E. 
D. E. N. Southworth were withdrawn from 
general circulation and relegated to the Infer- 
no. The Codperation Committee, whose mem- 
bers are Boston gentlemen of the American 
Library Association, bas recently sent out a 
circular to the members of the association and 
to public and miscellaneous libraries generally, 
in which answers are asked, among others, to 
questions on the following points reiating to the 
exciusion of sensational or immoral books:

The Making of England. 

The eminent English historian whose 
“Short History of the English People“ was 
at once welcomed as an unusually happy 
presentation of a great subject, had intended 
the publication of a complete history of. En- 
gland up to the timeof the Norman Conquest. 
Collections of material for such a work were 
begun a dozen years ago. Its preparation 
was unavoidably delayed, until now ill- 
health presents an insuperable bar to its 
completion, and the accumulated material 
has been gathered together and used in a 
history of the earlier times up to the ,inion 
of England under Egbert—“ the period of 
the making of England, the age during which 
our fathers conquered and settled over the 
soil of Britain, and in which their political 
and social life took the form which it still re- 
tains.” This remote period or English bistory 
is comparatively unknown and genuine his- 
torical material is exceedingly scarce. In this 
respect Mr. Green has been obliged to depend in 
measure upon Bede's “ Ecclesiastical History,” 
consulting also Osedmon’s poems, Beowulf, 
Gildas, and of modern authors Stubbs, Malmes- 
bury, Guest, ana one or two others, ‘Prof. 
Green's main reliance, bowever, has been on 
other sources of information than such as 
would be classed as historical. Archmological 
researches on the sites of villas and towns, or 
along the line of road or dyke, often furnish us 
with evidence even more trustworthy tban 
that written chronicie/’ he says,

Biographies of Great Artists, 

Two more volumes have been added to the 
great Artist’s Series, one on “Murillo,” 
which is in the nature of amemoir derived 
from recent works, and has been prepared 
by Ellen E. Minor, and the other is a Me- 
moir Drawn from Various Sources,” by J. 
W. Mollet of the great French modern artist 
Meissonnier.“ As the writer of the life of 
Murillo admits, there is very little of person- 
al interest in the career of the Spanish artist, 
and there has been no discovery of new ma- 
terial to enable this writer to eontribute any 
new facts to what was already known. The 
book is in fact a mere condensation of other 
works, containing all that the lay reader would 
care to know. and presenting the student with 
an outline sketch to be filled in at will. 

The work on Meissonnier is vastly more enter- 
taining, and until the promised memoirs from 
M. Meissonnier’s own pen are ready, is as com- 
plete as could be expected. The illustrations 
are fairly weil executed, and extracts have been 
embodied in the text containing criticisms fav- 
orable and unfavorabie of the artist's work. 
The question of M. Meissonnier’s merit will not 
be ed today. His method of dealmg with 
art is and always will be detestable to one 
sebool of thought and admirable to its opposit. 
Prof. Mollet contributes ammunition to both 
sides, and takes no stand himself in favor of 
either party. The work is superticial, of course, 
as is frankly admitt the details only being 
indicated, and the student referred to sources

The system which 
permits the Island of Jersey to attain this re- 
sult deserves to be studied above all at this 
time, when the English farmer kuows not what 
to do, bis sheet-anchors, the culture of wheat, 
leaving bim to drift on the rocks. But another 
result not less striking than the keeping of the 
cattié at the Jersey is the race of cattle that it 
has produced. At present it is the custom in 
Kugland to consider the Jerseys the pampered 
favorits of fortune, playthings for the rich, dia- 
monds to ornament the lawn, giving a smail 
quantity of very rich milk, cream, and butter 
for those whe are rien enough to afford this 
extravagance. That they are small we admit; 
beautiful we concede but why should they 
not be small?

One of the peculiarities of the present social 
system is that reiating to the money question” 
between be@sbands and wives. Although with 
the nuptial oath the husband does with all his 
worldly goods the wife endow, too often the 
memory of the obligation dies with the word of 
promise on his lips. When a man takes a woman 
to be his wife he assumes the broadest obliga- 
tion to provide for ber comfort and support. A 
man ot wealth is bound to enable a woman to 
sustain herseif creditably in the circle in which 
they move; the poor man to administer to the 
comfort of bis family as far as within his means. 
The ethicai code does not obligate the affluent 
man to induige bis family in profligate extrava- 
trance, nor the poor man to make provision for 
bis family inconsistent with his ineome. The in- 
considerate and reckless waste of money by 
some women provided with unstinted means, 
and the endavor of others whose means ere 
limited to a pretentious display, are equally 
to be condemned. There are some men 
who do not realize, or, at any rate, 


who seem to forget, that their wives 
have any richts in money matters which they 
are bound to respect. wife to this sort of a 
husband is much the same as aservant. Does 
she require money for family necessities she 
must render account for the expeaditure of 
every cent. If shopping is to be done, she must 
go to him for money to purchase even a spooi of 
thread orto pay carfare. This is bumiliating 
to a sensitive woman, yet such instances come 
under observation every day. Aman of deli- 
cate sensibilities would himself feel humiliated 
that bis wife should be piaced in sucha position. 
And yet the man who never thinks to provide 
bis wife with small change is careful enongh to 
keep the wherewith in his own pocket to supply 
his Cigars, bis drinks, bis luncheons, and other 
incidentais, regardiess of the fact that a 
woman, too, bas daily incidental expenses. 
The mean man treats his wife in this man- 
ner out ot pure cussedness. There are others, 
however, who make the great mistake of pot 
recognizing the ability of their wives in pecu- 
niary matters, andtreat them as though they 
were chikiren who do not know the value of 
money. These two classes comprebend al) mar- 
ried men, for the man who is too stingy to give 
his wife the money which is hers by right is 
mean. Advice would be wasted on him, but 
kicking might nave potent effect. As to those 
men who question the financial shrewdness and 
ability of women, careful observation should 
convinee them that as a general thing good 
wives are ever more prudent, thrifty, and eco- 
nomical financiers than men. Put money in 
your wife's purse and send her out shopping, 
and she will, nine times out of ten, make $1 go 
us far again as you will. Hundreds of prospep- 
ous meu today owe their success tothe coun- 
sel and advice of their wives, to whom they 
have conOded; nor are they ashamed to ac- 
knowledge it. Many are tbe bankrupts who 
would have continued in prosperity bad the

Every day we see noble 
wives who are cast upon their own resources by 
the failure of some reckiess speculation on 
which their husbands entered, assume grave ro- 
sponsibilities, and display wonderful powers of 
energy and calculation.

He Corrects Certain Alleged Misappre- 
hensious Regarding His Course Grow- 
ing Out of the Becent Unpleasant< 
mess at Unity Church. 

Toe the Editor of The COhtcago Tribwne, 

No. 481 DEARBORN AV NUR, CarcaGgo, March 
17.—Tbhroughout the controversy touching my 
expuision from the pulpit of Unity Church, I 
have carefully refrained from writing answers 
to the numerous criticisms of my course which 
the newspapers have contained. One reason for 
this silence has been the complete occupation of 
my time by more important affairs, and another, 
that many of the articles published were so weak 
and stupid as to deserve no reply. Being blessed 
this moruing, however, with a briet period of leis- 
ure, 1 wish to devote it to the correction of a very 
obvious error into which THB TRIBUNE itself has 


fallen. I do this because i believe that paper to 
be possessed of sufficient sense of justice to ac- 
cord fair ey even to one Wo0 may have earned 
for himseif the unthinking condemnadon of the 
populace. In its editorial of the M4th—i. e., last 
Tuesday—Tuas TRIBUNE, after quoting from my 
Farewell Address, says: 

* Now, it is manifestiy absurd for a man boki- 
ing such so-called inudel views as those quoted 
above, and many others equally radical and 
at variance with cne Christiau religion as taugut 
by all sects, to tiad fault with a chureh for not 
retaining him as its priest or to express any dis- 
pleasure at being asked to give up its pulpit.” 

Without attempting to discuss the so-called 
infidel views.“ i simply wisa to say that I bave 
never uttered a word of complaint over the re- 
quest of Unity Church that 1 should leave its 
puipit. I have all aloug recognized the fact 
that, if the society did not wish to listen to the 
preaching which I could bonestly give it, it had 
a right to.say so, anda further right to request 
me to resign. All this I acknowledged at the 
meeting of the lath of February. My complaint 
is not laid against the action per se of that 
meeting. Let that be fully understood. I re- 
gret that the Church is so far behind the times 
that it has relinquished its place in the van of 
theological thought, but 1 make no protest 
aguinst its desire to have the theology of the past 
wearily reiterated in its pulpit nor against its 
wish to silence the voice of one who is seeking 
to harmonize his statements of religious truth 
witb the latest and best results of mo sci- 
ence. But Tus TRIBUNE says: 

Mr. Milo has no right to 2 therefore, 
that he is barshly dismissed. It is only aston- 
ishing that he should want to remain in a Unris- 
tian pulpit, or express any displeasure at being 
requested to step dowa and out. He should 
bave notified the officers of the church that he 
could not preach what the church believed, and 
then resigned. He should bave told them that 
he had been studying Comte, Renan, Ingersoll, 
Huxley, Darwin, Spencer, Tyndall, Draper, Mill, 
and other scientific aud philosophical thiokers, 
and that the aggregate effect upon his mind was 
an evolution which had whirled him into a vor- 
tex of conflicting ideas, and that be had at last 
been lifted clean out of ali preternatural beliefs 
as it were, and cast up high and dry on the bar- 
ren and vieak shore of agnosticism.” 

And bere, | wish to say, is the very point as to 
which THe TRIBUNE and myseif are ian entire 
agreement. THe TRIBUNE says Mr. Miln bas 
no right to complain, therefure, that he is harsh- 
ly dismissed.”’ r. Milo says the same, with one 
qualification—viz.: A society of Christians need 
not have resorted to barsh measures in com pases- 
ing its end. My relations with the church nad 
been pleasant, and | was entitled to ordinary 
courtesy; but when 1 appeared befure the 
church | found it bad worked itself into an in- 
quisitorial frame of mind. A caucus had been 
beld, at which it was determined that it 
would not do to let Mun speak too long, tor he 
might carry the meeting; and so it was unan- 
imously resolved to permit me to piead my 
case for twenty minutes before 8 me 
into the street. Christian generosity! Divine 
charity! Then , without assigning a reason, with- 
out volunteering a word of explanadon, 
Il was cast out. Does Tugs TRIBUNE think this 
**harshness’’ justifiable? For myself, I can only 
think that the editor-in-chief of that paper 
would show more consideration and kindness 
than this in dismissing one of his subordinates. 
Against the harsh, abrupt, and cralty methods 
employed by Unity Church in expelling me from 
its pulpit, I protest in the name of the common 
decencies of life, not to speak of His name who 
taunht gentieness, long suffering, and love as the 
goiden rule of action. 

But I wish co still further correct the misap- 
prehensior of IR Tunes in regard to my 
course in this matter. It says: 

He should have notified the officers of the 
cburch that he could not preach what the church 
believed, and then resigned. He should have 
told them that he had been studying Comte, 
Renan, Ingersoll, Huxiey, Darwin, Spencer, Tyn- 
dali, Draper, Mill, and other scientific and phiio- 
sophical thinkers.“ etc., etc. Now, if Tas Trip- 
UNE bad attempted to describe just precisely what 
I did do it could not have sveceeced better than 
it has in this paragraph. These are the very 
things 1 did, and I need, therefore, only call Tus 
TRIBUNE'S attention to the following passage in 
its own report of my Farewell Addres,” in 
which it will perceive a narrative is given of the 
very steps which it editorially prescribes: 

“ Before attempting to show the cause of this 
revuision of feeling, | wish to explain the cir- 
cumstances connected with my resignation and 
its subsequent withdrawal, which have been 80 
generally misunderstood. Ou the Ilöth of Octo- 
ber, 1881, 1 addressed a letter to the leading 
Trustee of this church, telling him I wisned to 
be released from this pulpit, and giving as one 
reason for that desire my conviction that | was 
too far in advance of the congregation in my 
philosophical position, and that we had, theore- 
fore, better sepurate. The gentleman to whom 
I addressed that letter urged delay. and 1 
yieided to his wish. In December of 1581, bow- 
ever, I renewed the request for release from my 
duties in this pulpit. In the letter then written 
I did not mention my theological position. be- 
cause on consultation with leading men in the 
congregation it was considered best to leave 
that unmentioned. You will remember just at 
that time the religious ( papers of the country 
were gioating over the fact that Mr. Frothing- 
ham had forever rendered the advance of ra- 
tional religion impossible by a supposed ro- 
cantation, and wished to quietiy with- 
draw from my position without tur- 
nisumg the religious (0 editors ny 
furtber material for their pooriy-written mis- 
representations. In response to the letter 1 
have mentioned, a committee was appointed to 
wait on me and induce me to withdraw the 
resignauon just otfered. At the interview 
which followed, | plainly described my theolog- 
ivai position as ultra and ‘ radical,” spoke of 
myself as a disciple of Herbert Spencer in 
philosophy, and said: If 1 withdraw this resig- 
nation you will ask me for it again witbina 
year.’ Keply was made that ‘Il was not aware 
how radical the congregation was.’ But we 
separated without any intimation on my part 
that 1 would withdraw the resignavion. After 
this another committee Was appointed, and this 
committee again urged me to remain here. I 
told them empbaticaily that I considered my- 
self too radical’ for the place, but it was 
urged that the congregation, Loo, Was progress- 
ive in its tendencies, and mat I hud better stay. 
1 thereupon withdrew the resignation, and in 
my announcement to the congregation, on the 
ensuing Sunday, said that I had become cou- 
vinced that I might heneeforth utter the ut- 
most truth to which my mind might reach.’ The 
facts here recorded are simply irrefragabie. 
And one month after the had transpired | was 
abruptiy and harshly notified that my services 
were no longer needed.” 

I have no wish to enter upon an extended 
controversy in regard to this matter, but 1 do 
not wish the public to lose sight of the fact that 
what I complain of is the modus operandi em- 
ployed by Unity Chure>D in terminating its rela- 
tions with me. In this regard it pursued a 
course worthy of the Inquisition itself—a course 
which in future years will bring the blush of 
shame to many a cheek, if, indeed, its stock of 
blushes is not already exhausted.

prospectors returned to the States footsore and 
weary and filled the Eastern press with doleful 
accounts of the mineral barrenness of the 
nis“ and the general wortblesness of what 
they were pleased to call this God- 
forsaken country” it made us feel bad. 
The yatns of the disgruntied fortune-hunters 
who had come out here with a vague expecta- 
tion of being able to pick golden nuggets and 
hora silver from the surface of the éarth like 
acorns in autumn very naturally dampened the 
ardor of the Easterners and filiec tne people 
with distrust. About this time investors in 
wildcat mining schemes began to find out they 
had ‘been swindled, and a universal bow! went 
up that Colorado was played out.” Never- 
theless Colorado is not played out, nor will it be, 
for its everlasting hills teem with mineral rich- 
ness. There is gold, and silver, and iron enough 
in Colorado to supply the worid for a thousand 
years, and the era of development is yet in its 
infancy. The ornamental portion of our popu- 
lation—the foam and froth—has gone, but the 
straining process has left us all that is worth 
keeping, and our young State today contains a 
larger percentage of men of brains, and nerve, 
and money than at any period of its 
history. The great current of new men will 
pour into New Mexico, Arizona, and Sonora this 
year and next, and scratch over the surface of 
that country as they have done here, and a 
dozen years hence that region will stand where 
Colorado does now. Cool, intelligent men will 
have taken possession, and the restless throng 
of adventurers will still be pursuing the ignis- 
fatuus further on, perhaps on the shores ot a 
tropical sea. In grasping at the shadow of the 
unattainable they will have missed the sub- 
stance. Pioneers are valuable in their way. 
They open up a country, but they never de- 
velop it. 

THE GUNNISON, 
though the newest of Colorado mining districts, 
bas passed through the chrysalis period. This 
section of the State has been singularly blessed 
with a scarcity of “fresh” prospectors. The 
country, although known to be rich in mineral. 
never heid out inviting prospects for tender 
teet. who much preferred to fritter away their 
time and money among the free-and-casys 
and gambling-bells of the older mining 
cainps to the east and south of us, and thea 
go back home and damn Colorado than to pene- 
trate a region which has been infested with hair 
raising Utes untii within a period of less than 
tweive months. Those who drifted down here 
from Leadviile, crossed the range from the Ar- 
kansas, or traveled north from the San Juan, 
came to stay.

Startling Developments in Connection 
with Mis Bascalities—HMe Has Been 
a Perjurer, a Forger, and a Robber 
fer Years. 

Rnecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribum 
ADRIAXK, Mich., March 17.—Another leaf in the 
long record of rascalities laid at the door of 

Thomas J. Navin, the refugee Mayor of this 

city, has just been revealed. It now leaks 

out that the fellow, in ad ition to all bis other 
rascally accomplishments, has been a forger, 
perjurer, and robber for years. Since 1876 or 

1877 Navin has been robbing the E. L. Clark 

estate. In the years named he firet made up- 

plication to R. L. Clark Sr., a man of large 
wealth, who during his life did a large business 
in the loaning of money on mortgages, acting 
as the awent or attorney of other parties, The 
usual inquiries made showed the tities to be 
clear, and loans were made, Navin in every case 
acting as attorney. These first transactions 

«were legitimate and honest, so tar as bas ever 

been known. In this way Navin secured the 

confidence of Mr. Clark, and when he had gained 
that foothoid he set to work deliberately to se- 

cure loaus on forged papers and titles. As u- 

lustrating the way the rascal worked, in Jan- 

vary, 1878, he made application for a loan for 

Joba Moriarty, livmg in the Town of

The Manipulators of Corners Very 
Mach Worked Up Over 
Them. 


How a Squeeze Is Worked—The Clique Quiet

The rule, providing a punishment 
for malfeasance in office in the cases of Board of 
Trade officers who fail to entorce the anti- 
corner and other rules, was the subject of much 
talk about "Change yesterday. It was generally 
understood to have been introduced in conse- 
quence of the April wheat squeeze. The com- 
mission men say they are not doing half the 
business they would if it were not for the 
manipulation of the wheat market. They find 
it necessary to advise their customers not to 
trade in wheat, and refuse to take orders, 
because they fear their patrons, as weill as 
themselves, would lose money. The Milwaukee 
Scoteh dian has the April deal, and they sus- 
pect it also controls the May and June futures, 
or could if such a course should be at any time 
desiraple. They deciare that the paralyzed cou- 
dition of the business is injurious not only to 
themselves but also to the general welfare, and 
think there are excellent reasons for calling the 
officers ot the board to account for not enforc- 
ing rules which, it is believed, would 

EFFECTUALLY SQUELCH CORNERS, 
or make it so disagreeable to run one that no- 
body, even with Jay Gould's millions under his 
thumb, would undertake the job. 

Aside from the aim at corners, the advocates 
of the new rule think it is proper that some re- 
‘straintebould be put on those the board elects 


to olfice, on the priheidle that similar restric- 
tions ars placed on governmental positions, etc. 

Several members of the board were inter- 
viewed yesterday in regard to the proposed rule, 
which bas been posted with the names of many 
of the leading houses attached. 

C. F. CULVER, 

one of the signers, being asked the object of the 
proposed new rule of the board, said: “It is 
simply tosecure the enforcement of existing 
rules in their true intent and purpose, and 
which ure designed to protect and promote 
legitimate business, and to secure to the mem- 
bers the objects of the association, one of which 
I may toention is ‘to inculcate principles of 
justice and equity in trade.“ 

To the question as to what particular occasion 
there wus for the proposidon at the present 
time, he said: 1 am glad you have put that 
question, as it affords opportunity to correct the 
statement that it originates from dissatisfaction 
with the recent acuon of the Board of Direc- 
tors, ia establishing $1.22 as a proper marginal 
basis for April wheat. It did not originate from 
any such decision, and the proposed rule, if en- 
forced, would not apply to such action of the 
Directors. Itis proper tosay that the peculiar 
condition of the market has created 
much dissatisfaction on the part of 
many brokers, who complain that their 
business bus largely decreased for the last few 
weeks on account of the manipulations Of the 
wheat market 

IN THE INTEREST OF A CLIQUE, 

to the detriment of legitimate business, and 
damage to the reputation of the association;

A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 


The Property of a Montreal Swindier 
Levied On ia This City—Canadian Mer- 
chautis Victimized to the Extent of 
$200,000. 

A case which has been attentively watched by 
the Government and local officials and the re- 
porters for the past week reached its culmina- 
tion yesterday in the seizure by the Sheriff of 
the grocery store of Alphonse Marquette, No. 308 
State street, and his private residence, No. 49 
Depuyster street, as well as a let of diamonds 
and jewelry, which fell into the hands of the 
Special Agents of the Treasury Department. 
Alphonse Marquette himself escaped arrest by 
reason of his absence from the city. He is a 
French-Canadian, who succeded in cleaning out 
the wholesale trude of Montreal to the extent of 
$200,000. Two weeks ago he appeared in Chi- 
caro and bought out the grocery store of M. 
Busch, at the number mentioned on State street, 
and also bougbt the residence on Depuyster 
street, the price paid for each being $6,000. 
One week ago “there arrived at the Palmer 
House Arthur Longpré, &n attorney of Mon- 
treal, who instituted Measures to look up Mar- 
quette and discover what disposidon de had 
made of the large amount of money out of 
which he had swindled certain Montreal creditors. 
When it was found that be bad duly invested 
a pornon of his ill-gotten gains bere, and in- 
tended to become a prosperous citizen.in the 
community, the Montreal attorney enlisted the 
services of the law firm of Grant. Swift & 
Brady, and an attachment upon Marquette’s 
property was yesterday taken out in the Su- 
perior Court.

After Marquette bad secured 
from $150,000 to $200,000 worth of goods and dis-

A Couple of Georgia Negroes Would 
Not Submit to Arrest for Forgery, aud 
One of Them Was Killed by Con- 


in Clayton County, near Morrow's Station, the 
facts of which appear to be as follows: Two 
negroes, Monroe Bloom and Jobn Brown, had 
furged an order on Capt. James, contractor on 
the railroad, to a merchant at Anvilblock. On 
discovering the forgery warrants were sworn out 
and placed in the hands of W. F. Adamson, Con- 
stable of Me district. Adamson found the de- 
fendants at Morrow's Stauon and arrested Mon- 
roe Bloom. On being informed that he was 
under arrest he jerked loose from Adamson, 
sprung back, drew a pistol, and replied, ** Not by 
a — sight,” and snapped his pistol full at 
Adamson and retreated to a small sapling, 
then fired at Adamson, missing him, when 
Adamson immediately returned the fire with 
his pistol. Just at this time the other negro, 
John. Brown, came to tue rescue of Bioom, 
took the pisgol away from him. and retreated 
around the corner of a little guano house, and 
trom there fired at Adamson once or twice. 
Adamson stood his ground, and returned each 
fire until both the negroes retreated to the 
woods. Adamson then came to Jonesboro to get 
the Sheritf and bis hounds, and procured a good 
double-barreled sbotgun.

John left, and chase was made, but, the dogs be- 
ing yet very young, the chase was ineffectual, 
On going back to the station it was ascertained 
that Monroe Bioom was lying dead in the woods 
near the station. He was shot through, the bail 
entering the right side a littie below and to the 
rear of the nipple.

I therefore ask you to commute Henry 
Rumberger's sentence of death “ot justice, un- 


for life. Lask this in the name of justice, un- 
— — any man. And 1 to you as 
jovernor of this State to do this act, that mercy 
may honor justice.
